B ut this is necessarily qualified by othei 
j provisions of law of a specific n a tu re w hich 
j are d esigned to p rev en t transm ission of in- 
j fo rm atio n to anyone w ho a u g h t use it to 
the in ju ry oi the U nited Slates or to the 
I ad v a n tag eo u s of any foreign governm ent. 


T hus a long series of
